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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Babst et al. 
In regard to claim 1, Babst et al. discloses an assembly, comprising a pipe 1 having an 

end flange 2 ("for transport of petrochemical fluids, gases and liquefied gases" is an intended use 
limitation), and 

a joining pipe 10 provided with a clamping jaw 23 for clamping engagement with a 
bearing surface 2 of said end flange, said bearing surface having a curved convex peripheral 
bevel in a direction of the joining pipe 10. 

In regard to claim 3, wherein said curved convex peripheral bevel of the bearing surface 2 
is such that, when a force is applied to open the clamping jaw 23, the inequality (Rv * a) + (Ro * 
b) > (Fao * b) - (Fay * a) is always verified during opening of the clamping jaw where: 

Rv = vertical component of the applied force R; 

a = arm of the vertical components of the forces; 

Ro = horizontal component of the applied force R; 

b = arm of the horizontal components of the forces; 

Fao = horizontal component of the friction force Fa; 

Fay = vertical component of the friction force Fa. 
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(the assembly of Babst et al. would have to satisfy this equation or it would not be able to be 
opened once the clamping jaw 23 has been closed. The assembly of Babst et al. was intended to 
be closed and reopened, so the forces applied to the clamp upon opening must be greater than the 
frictional forces acting between the flange and clamp surfaces, thus satisfying the claimed 
equation). 

Response to Arguments

in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
